The selection of trees for the streets strikes us as excellent. The 
committee has evidentlyu gone about its work not only intelligently, 
but with care and has endeavored to give the very best advice that is 
possible. The suggestion that evergreens shall not be planted on 
those streets where there is not plenty of sun and where they would 
have a tendency to retain the moisture in the ground and make it 
and the neighboring houses damp, is an example of the thorough 
study of conditions that has marked the committee’s work. 

The plan to plant small trees in narrow streets is wise, and shows

mittee las done. 

But committee recommendations do ngt plant trees. That re- 
quires something more, and we would suggest that it might be a good 
idea to set aside some day soon for the planting of the trees, ‘Let 
each neighborhood select its own trees in accordance with the advice 
of the committeemen, select the places where the trees are to stand, 
and then on the given day let the residents in each block get busy, 
and like magic the whgle town will be planted with very little indi- 
vidual effort by any one, and the entire aspect of Richmond will be 
changed. The work on Macdonald avenue especially should be done 
as soon as possible. That is our principal thoroughfare and we 
should try to make it attractive without loss of .time. 
Some time ago at great expense one of the inland cities of the 
state brought an expert out to tell the people how to make their 
city beautiful,.and we may say just here and now the city is beau- 
tiful naturally, and the first thing he recommended was planting 
trees and on the business streets. He pointed out that that is done 
in all European streets, and the idea that green overhead is abhor- 
rent and out of place on a business street is a mistake. If there was a 
bower of green across Macdonald avenue, with electroliers along the 
sidewalks between the trees, what’a wonderfully attractive thorough- 
fare it would make and the people of the town would be none the less 
willing to buy in the stores, that the buying and shopping could be 
done along a beautifully shaded avenue. We earnestly desire to see 
Richmond one of the most beautiful cities in California, which of 
course means in the United States. . If the tree scheme now suggested 
is carried out, and the residents will plant flowers in their front yards, 
we shall have an ideal city. It only requires that you—each one of 
you—do a little. Will you do it? Why not have a prize, a good 


substantial prize, for the most attractive yards in the city? It would 
be money well spent.
